Village could provide 
land for gypsy site 


THE locations for 66 additional 
gypsy and traveller pitches in 
Bedfordshire have been recom¬ 
mended by Central Beds coun¬ 
cillors - and include proposals 
for a site in Barton-Le-Clay. 

Following a needs assess¬ 
ment the authority decided 
that it needed to provide 157 
pitches for the gypsy and 
traveller communities and 22 
for travelling show people over 
the next 19 years. 

Hundreds of residents were 
in attendance at the consulta¬ 
tion on Thursday and a large 
group of people were left out¬ 
side after the building reached 
capacity and doors were shut. 

Although there was no trou¬ 
ble, those left outside were 
visibly frustrated, and the 
police were called. 


Once the meeting got under¬ 
way, Central Bedfordshire 
Council said it had a “statutory 
obligation” to provide the extra 
pitches in order to satisfy gov¬ 
ernment requirements. 

The authority also warned 
that if it hadn’t made provision, 
it would be easier for illegal 
sites to be made legal. 

The seven sites that have 
been put forward for consider¬ 
ation included three existing 
ones at Caddington, Pulloxhill 
and Tingrith. New sites are 
also planned for Faldo Road, 
west of Barton-Le-Clay, 
Biggleswade, Potton and 
Stotfold. 

Consultations will be held 
into the suitability of each site 
in due course.

Trust in £60m cuts crisis

AMBULANCE service chiefs are set 
to be grilled as fears are raised that 
the trust, which has to save 
£ 60 million over five years, has 
reached ‘breaking point’. 

East of England Ambulance Service 
Trust (EEAST) bosses will face tough 
questions from members of Bedford 
Borough Council’s Adult Services 
Overview and Scrutiny Committee 
on Tuesday. 

Labour councillors have said they 
will be quizzing the 
representatives over the service’s 
failure to meet its response targets, 
high staff sickness levels and 


complaints about ‘serious incidents’ 
from members of the public. 

The group have said the trust, 
which a report revealed needs to 
identify further cuts to find savings 
of between £50-£60m by 2018, is ‘in 
crisis’. 

The results of the report, which 
was published last week, were 
heavily criticised by the service’s 
union GMB. 

It revealed that target response 
times for reaching an emergency 
either within eight or 19 minutes 
had fallen short of targets, 
something which had ‘further 
deteriorated’ since the last report. 

The service has said that around 
75 per cent of the cuts made will 


affect frontline 999 services. The 
report also identified that staff 
vacancies at the service were high 
and that absences had reached 11 
per cent with around 220 employees 
being unavailable at any one time, 
‘something which ‘continues to be 
an issue’. 

In November, Luton on Sunday 
reported how staff morale at the 
service was low after changes to 
shift patterns were made last year. 

Tony Hughes, GMB organiser, said: 
“Our members are working long, 
demanding shifts, often in very 
stressful circumstances. 

“The fact that the ambulance ser¬ 
vice is unable to meet its recruit¬ 
ment targets just shows that the 


wages and conditions of Emergency 
Care Assistants are deterring people 
from applying. You can only push 
your workforce so far before they 
break”. 

A spokesman for EEAST said: “The 
Trust is attending the meeting at 
Borough Hall to give an update on 
the ambulance service and respond 
to questions from local members. 

“We have put in place a number of 
initiatives to improve its service to 
patients. 

“This is part of a wider strategy to 
deliver a more tailored service to 
patients whilst meeting the chal¬ 
lenges EEAST faces - an ever 
increasing number of 999 calls, the 
ongoing drive to improve the quali¬ 


ty of services and the need to make 
efficiency savings in a five year 
period. 

“As a result, EEAST is implement¬ 
ing a new integrated service model 
to deliver this strategy. 

“At the heart of this is a more in 
depth telephone assessment for 
those patients with less serious 
conditions to get them the help they 
really need rather than sending an 
ambulance. 

“It should be noted that perfor¬ 
mance in Bedfordshire remains 
strong. A8 performance is at 77.93 
per cent and A19 at 98.05 per cent. 
These targets are for ‘red calls’, or 
for patients with potentially life 
threatening conditions.”

Residents to challenge traveller site decision 

A NUMBER of residents from Barton- 
Le-Clay have said that they are pre¬ 
pared to fight Central Bedfordshire 
Council’s decision to put proposals for 
a traveller site on Faldo Road through 
to consultation. 

Councillor Ian Shingler has said that 
he is ‘disappointed’ with the verdict.

“It isn’t over yet, but we have got to be 
constructive now and find the best 
way forward.” 

There will be a meeting at the Church 
Hall in Barton at 7pm on Thursday to 
discuss the proposals. 

Four men admit to 
planning terror attack

FOUR men have admitted dis¬ 
cussing carrying out a terror 
attack in the UK using homemade 
bombs and firearms. 

Zahid Iqbal, 31, Mohammed 
Sharfaraz Ahmed, 25, Umar 
Arshad, 24, and Syed Farhan 
Hussain, 21, considered methods, 
materials and targets for an attack. 

The men were arrested following 
a series of raids in April last year at 
their homes in Luton. They plead¬ 
ed guilty to one terrorism charge 
at Woolwich Crown Court. 

Iqbal, of Bishopscote Road, 
Arshad, Hussain and Ahmed 
downloaded computer files con¬ 
taining practical instruction for 


an attack. 

The men purchased survival 
equipment and collected funds 
for terrorist purposes. 

They also admitted facilitating, 
planning and encouraging travel 
overseas, as well as organising, 
encouraging and participating in 
physical training, contrary to sec¬ 
tion 5 of the Terrorist Act 2006. 

The offences took place between 
fanuary 2011 and April last year. 

They were due to stand trial next 
month but pleaded guilty in a 
hearing on Friday. 

Further charges of possessing 
documents including the A1 Qaeda 
magazine Inspire will be ordered 
to lie on file following the guilty 
plea to count one. 


The men were charged with pos¬ 
sessing copies of 44 Ways to 
Support Jihad - a manual written 
by Anwar A1 Awlaki, a radical 
American Muslim cleric of Yemeni 
descent who was killed last year in 
a US drone strike. 

Ahmed, of Maidenhall Road, and 
Arshad, of Crawley Road, were 
also said to have held a copy of 21 
Techniques of Silent Killing, while 
the latter was claimed to have 
been in possession of The A1 
Qaeda Manual. 

Hussain, of Cornel Close, was 
alleged to have possessed The 
Book of Jihad and a copy of The 
Explosives Course 2. 

Mr Justice Wilkie adjourned the 
case for sentencing on April 15.

‘We will fight for our 
warden’ say residents

A GROUP of residents at a sheltered 
housing scheme are unhappy with 
council proposals that would see their 
on-site manager replaced with office- 
based staff. 

The proposed change would create a 
system where staff provide a mix of day¬ 
time support and mobile services to all 
council run schemes, rather than being 
based at a single scheme. 

Speaking after a meeting with repre¬ 
sentatives from the council on Thursday, 
residents from Bethune Court in Farley 
Hill said they have been left feeling ‘very 
unsettled.’ 

They said: “If it isn’t broken, why try to 
fix it? We came to Bethune Court to live 
in sheltered accommodation. If there is 
no on-site warden, how can it still be 
called sheltered accommodation? 

“The proposals have been very vague, 
we don’t know how many different peo¬ 
ple would come to visit us, how many 
times a day this would be or how far 
away they would be at any time. 

“There is no way that we would get the 
same level of service that we do now. 

“They say this isn’t about money, but 
the proposals say the council needs to 
provide a cost-effective service. 

“If the decision goes against us follow¬ 
ing the consultation, we are prepared to 


put up a fight.” 

A spokesman from Luton Borough 
Council said: “The proposal being con¬ 
sulted on is the possibility of moving 
away from the current arrangements, 
which although valued by residents, is 
not making the best use of the skills of 
the sheltered scheme managers. 

“Absolutely no decision has been made 
yet as the council wants to hear from as 


many residents as possible about how 
they could be affected. 

“One of the options is to make no 
change at all to the existing service. 

“This is not one of the council’s budget 
saving proposals.”

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Plan for £560 fee 
for burial of texts

PROPOSALS to charge £560 for the burial of 
religious texts such as the Qur'an will be 
discussed at a council meeting tomorrow. 

Luton Council has provided burial facilities for 
religious papers for free at Vale Cemetery, on 
Butterfield Green Road, for the past 15 years but 
the site is now full. 

The authority needs to find an alternative and it 
is looking at creating a new site as near to the main 
burial area as possible. 

A council document due to go before councillors 
recommends that the fee is imposed as providing 
the land for free comes at a financial cost to the 
council. 

In the town the service has only been used by 
Muslims and has taken place at least once a year 
for the past 15 years. 

The area where the burials take place is 550 
square metres. And it could have potentially pro¬ 


vided more than 50 grave spaces; meaning the 
authority has potentially lost income as it charges 
£560 for normal burials. 

All the leaders from the religious faiths were con¬ 
sulted in regards to the proposal and although 
most did not respond negatively, one leader was 
noted as saying they thought that ‘£500 plus seems 
a bit steep’. 

According to the council report, the disposal of 
religious and sacred items which are damaged and 
unrepairable must be done in certain ways, 
depending on what faith they belong to. 

Roman Catholic scriptures are supposed to be 
‘blessed’ and ‘disposed of with dignity. 

In the Muslim faith religious literature must be 
wrapped ‘in something pure’ and buried in a loca¬ 
tion not often travelled on by people. 

It can also be burnt provided the names of Allh, 
His Messengers and His Angels are erased. 

The council conducted research whilst looking 
into the plans and found that five burial authorites 
already had a charge in place for this kind of 
service. 


Burglar jailed for eight years 


A 20-YEAR-OLD burglar has 
been jailed for eight years after 
he was found guilty of breaking 
into the home of a 60-year-old 
man, assaulting and then rob¬ 
bing his victim. 

Shaun Gribben, pictured, of 
Faringdon Road, Luton was 
convicted of burglary, grievous 
bodily harm and taking a 
vehicle at Luton Crown Court 
on Thursday. 

The jury heard how the victim 
was knocked out with a shille¬ 
lagh club, then brought round 
and forced to reveal the PIN 
number for his bank card. 

The victim suffered a shat¬ 
tered jaw in the attack which 
happened after three masked 
men forced their way into his 
former home in Wilsden 
Avenue, Farley Hill. 

One of the men picked up the 
wooden club, which the victim 
had on his wall, and knocked 
him unconscious. 

He was brought round again 
by the gang who demanded his 
PIN number. 

At first the victim gave them 



the wrong number. More 
threats were made and he gave 
the men the correct number 
before they escaped in his 
Omega car. 

Thirty minutes later the bank 
card had been used at the Co-op 
on Farley Hill, the Sri Lanken 
shop in Bury Park and at 


McDonalds in the town centre. 
Shaun Gribben, then 19, was 
identified from CCTV from the 
shops as he used the card. 

The victim needed four metal 
plates inserted in his broken 
jaw. He had a cut above his eye 
and needed seven or eight 
stitches to his mouth. 

Jailing Gribben for eight years, 
Judge Richard Foster told him: 
“This was a shocking offence. 
You and those you were with 
clearly targeted the victim, 
knowing he would be alone. 
There was pre-planning.” 

In addition to the physical 
damage, he said the victim 
would have suffered 
psychological injury. 

Nobody else has been charged 
in connection with the attack. 

Gary Hales from Bedfordshire 
Police said: “The victim in this 
crime was left with huge psy¬ 
chological damage as a result of 
what happened to him. 

“I am delighted that one of the 
people responsible for this 
offence has been sentenced for 
a significant length of time.”

POLICE officers have returned 
to the scene of a terrifying sex 
attack on a lone woman driver to 
appeal for information.

MP criticises housing 
benefits bedroom tax

REDUCING benefits of people in 
under-occupied social housing 
has been branded as ‘disgrace¬ 
ful’ by an MP. 

Gavin Shuker, the Luton South 
MP, has attacked the ‘bedroom 
tax’ which is set to affect 1,136 
households in the town. 

From April 1 residents in homes 
under-occupied by one room 
will lose 14 per cent of their 
housing benefit, and 25 per cent 
if they are in homes under-occu¬ 
pied by two rooms. 

The changes are part of the 
Government’s plans to cut 
expenditure on welfare. 

But Mr Shuker, pictured, has 



said the measure is the wrong 
way to tackle the cost of welfare. 

Fie said: “This is a particularly 
disgraceful approach by this 
Tory-led government, because 
the bedroom tax is quite clearly 
an attack on some of the poorest 
people across the country.” 


Mr Shuker also expressed con¬ 
cern that the areas in the town 
which will be hit were ones with 
high levels of child poverty. 

He added: “I have already had a 
number of families come to my 
surgery in absolute despair 
about either how they are going 
to afford to make up the cost, or 
face uprooting their lives 
because there is nowhere in 
Luton to downsize to. 

“The real life stories of this tax 
are heartbreaking. The govern¬ 
ment is failing to listen to people 
in very vulnerable situations. 

“While I know that we need to 
bring down the cost of welfare, 
this is not the way to do it. The 
only way we will achieve this is 
by getting more people off bene¬ 
fits and into work.” 


Welfare advice queries rise by 32 per cent 


AN ORGANISATION has 
seen a sharp rise in the 
number of people need¬ 
ing help with problems 
relating to their welfare 
benefits. 

In January and 
February Luton Citizens 
Advice Bureau (CAB), 


has experienced a 32 
per cent increase in 
the number of disabled 
people visiting with 
concerns about impend¬ 
ing changes to benefits, 
when compared to last 
year. 

Bureau manager Julia 


Cornelius said: 
“Problems with benefits 
are always some of the 
most common we see. 

“But this year the 
number is higher than 
ever. 

“There are really big 
changes to the welfare 


system coming this year 
and we’re concerned 
that a lot of people don’t 
yet know how it will 
affect them.” 

“I would urge anyone 
who thinks they may be 
affected to contact us 
for free advice.”

Shocking report out

In 
lung disease studies, mice are 
locked into plexiglass chambers 
and forced to inhale tobacco 
smoke. 

Lor depression studies, mice 
are dropped into beakers of 
water and monitored for several 
minutes as they move from 
frantic attempts to save them¬ 
selves from drowning, to 


despair, defeat and immobility. 

Those responsible for such ter¬ 
rible suffering argue that it’s 
worthwhile because the ‘repro¬ 
grammed’ rodents can teach us 
about human disease. 

But the new Animal Aid 
report, Science Corrupted: the 
nightmare world of GM mice 
demonstrates that, while mice 
have the capacity to feel pain 
and fear, the genetic and physi¬ 
ological differences between 
rodents and our own species are 
far too great for them to act as 
reliable human substitutes in 
disease research.

A TEENAGER has said he is 
concerned about his future 
and other young people like 
him after hearing of the 
possible closure of a home¬ 
lessness charity. 

Last week Luton on Sunday 
reported that LAMP, a 
Christian charity that helps 
to house 16-25 year-olds is 
facing an uncertain future 
after losing 75 per cent of its 
£200,000 annual budget. 

One of its clients, 19-year- 
old Ricky Fearon, got in touch 
with LoS after reading about 
the funding issues. 

He said: “When I was about 
nine I went into care. It’s not 
that nice and it’s hard 
because there is someone 
trying to be your parent 
when they aren’t your parent. 

“I got in touch with LAMP 
in lune 2011 and I decided to 
move in with my friend who 
was already with them. 

“Living independently is 


not difficult if you have help 
and it’s much easier knowing 
that you can ask someone 
questions about things such 
as debt issues. 

“The support gave me peace 
of mind and LAMP has been 
around for so long, they are a 
good organisation. 

“They are here to help peo¬ 
ple but they can only do so 
much without additional 
funding. If they hadn’t assist¬ 
ed me here then I don’t know 
how I would have managed 
to get on.” 

The CEO of LAMP, fohn 
Archer, said he has received 
messages of support from 
people who read last week’s 
report, including a lady who 
donated a £60 cheque. 

Mr Archer said that ‘whilst 
that may not be a lot, it’s good 
to see that people care’.

\f \l how history is taught 
W W in our schools? 

We don’t have wide-ranging 
debates about physics and 
chemistry, or woodwork - sorry 
resistant materials - but politi¬ 
cians, especially right-wing pol¬ 
iticians, get very vexed about 
history. 

It’s not that difficult is it? As 
Alan Bennett said, in the History 
Boys, history is just one damn 
thing after another. 

Yet the education secretary, 
Michael Gove has just 
announced a new history cur¬ 
riculum. 

It will feature British - for that 
read English - history being 
taught chronologically, that is as 
it happened, with a full under¬ 
standing of how this country 
developed because of our histo¬ 
ry. As well as praising heroes 
and heroines. 

Sounds straightforward 
enough, surely. Alas, that is not 
the case. First the mechanics, 
then the politics. Teaching chil¬ 
dren up to 14 the full British his¬ 
tory, from Stone Age to 20th 
century will be cursory at best. 

Also in primary schools there 
are not many specialist teach¬ 
ers, which will only increase the 
difficulty. And, of course, chil¬ 
dren will not be learning the 
history of other people and 
nations.

Some of my friends, whose 
background is from elsewhere in 
the world, already complain to 
me of our insular approach to 
history. 

These changes are likely to 
make that worse, not better. 
Recently I was in Ho Chi Min 
City, or Saigon as it was. 

We were at the war museum 
and some Americans there were 
visibly shocked by the photo¬ 
graphs of what had been done in 
their name. 

I never knew, said one, that we 
had behaved like this. So history 
is not always written by the win¬ 
ners. 

But, of course, the real reason 
is the politics. History does tend 
to be written, if not by the win¬ 
ners, then at least the most pow¬ 
erful, either as individuals or 
nations. 

That is to say it is not a matter 
of fact, once you go beyond the 
dates. Much of it will depend on 
your own view of the world and 
your place in it. And that is the 
same for heroes and heroines, 
and ‘key historical figures’. 

If you ask my mum, Margaret 


telling it... 

Thatcher was a heroine. But I 
think she - Thatcher not my 
mum - did more damage to the 
fabric of this country that any 
other Brit in the 20th century. 

And of course the question of 
whether such people had any 
real influence or were just part 
of a greater drama that would 
have unfolded anyway, depends 
upon your political viewpoint. 

Right wing historians such as 
David Starkey, support Gove’s 
suggestions. But again I find 
many of Starkey’s views repug¬ 
nant, and generally have to turn 
the TV off when he is on pro¬ 
grammes such as Question 
Time, for fear of putting my foot 
through it. 

Of course right wing historians 
are entitled to their opinion, but 
that is all it is, opinion. 

The real danger is that these 
changes will debase history into 
a kind of English upper class 
propaganda course, which will 
mean little to many current and 
future school students. 

But then perhaps that will 
allow them to concentrate on 
maths instead.

THE Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) for 
Bedfordshire, Oily Martins, has 
now been in office for 100 days. 

Mr Martins was elected to the 
newly-created role in November, 
and has since been working to 
deliver on the commitments 
made in his manifesto.

any different - in fact the 
results are worse. 

Not one person that I asked 
was able to name Mr Martins, 
when I showed them a photo¬ 
graph and asked them to identi¬ 
fy the person in it. 

People were quite happy to 
guess; some thought he might 
be the mayor, or one of our MPs, 
but many didn’t have a clue. 

One puzzled teenager even 
suggested that he looked a 
“George or a Rupert.” 

Shockingly, once we revealed 
that the man in the picture was 
our newly elected PCC, some 
said that they had indeed voted 
for Mr Martins. 

In response to the findings of 


the survey Mr Martins said: 
“There’s no doubt the Police and 
Crime Commissioner election 
last November was a calamity 
for our democracy and respon¬ 
sibility for the timing and the 
lack of information about 
candidates and the role lies 
with the government. 

“Given these circumstances, 
and the low voter turnout, it is 
no surprise to me that few peo¬ 
ple know who their Police and 
Crime Commissioner is. 

“However, I still find that the 
people I meet at the many 
events I attend are pleased to 
have someone who they can talk 
to about policing, crime and 
making our county safer.”

A SHOP owner who donated a 
mobility scooter to an elderly 
victim of crime said his gesture 
was intended to ‘honour’ the 
death of one of his customers. 

Baiba Chahal, pictured, who 
runs Smart Mobility in Luton 
Market, said he felt he should do 
something to help out vulnera¬ 
ble elderly people who depend 
on the scooters. 

Last week he read a story about 
a 74-year-old man in Milton 
Keynes having his mobility 
scooter stolen, and felt moved to 
donate a machine from his own 
stock. 

He said: “I read about this guy 
having his scooter stolen so I felt 



that something should be done 
about it. The thieves think they 
are an easy target but what they 
fail to realise is that these people 
are losing their independence.

RESIDENTS were given the 
opportunity to let the police 
know what they think should be 
done to tackle crime at a meet¬ 
ing this week. 

More than 150 members of the 
public were joined by officials 
from Bedfordshire Police and 
Luton Borough Council, as well 
as Police and Crime 
Commissioner Oily Martins, at 
the annual soLUTiONs 
Community Safety Partnership 
summit on Wednesday. 

Throughout the evening, resi¬ 
dents asked questions of the 
panel and after completing a 
workshop they offered sugges¬ 
tions on what the police could 
focus on in the coming year. 

During the feedback sessions it 
became clear that dealing with 
antisocial behaviour was a prior¬ 
ity for the residents, which the 
panel said they would take on 
board. 

In addition, the residents also 
suggested a number of initia¬ 
tives including regular litter 
picking and getting more people 
to join Neighbourhood Watch, in 
an attempt to help do their part 
to keep the town safe. 

Chief Inspector Rob McCaffrey 
was also able to detail the suc¬

cess of the force over the last 
year. 

In particular, he spoke about 
Operation Oklahoma, a scheme 
dedicated to tackle a spike in 
robbery offences. 

Around 6,120 hours of policing 
were spent on the operation, 
during which 70 offenders were 
arrested, 164 vehicles were 
stopped and searched and 205 
pieces of criminal intelligence 
were submitted. 

In addition, Bedfordshire 


Police organised a targeted 
education programme in 
schools, which engaged key age 
groups with an ex-gang member 
who spoke about his experiences 
and the consequences of rob¬ 
bery offending. 

He added that the police have 
also managed to reduce 
antisocial behaviour across the 
town by 20 per cent in the last 
year, as well as reducing the 
number of deliberate fires in 
Marsh Farm.

Scheme will help 
fill vacant homes

A CAMPAIGN to bring empty 
homes back into use has been 
relaunched. 

Luton Borough Council has 
estimated that there are 580 
properties in the borough that 
have been empty for six months 
or more, and want to work with 
the homeowners to in a bid to 
increase the local housing 
supply. 

As part of the scheme, anyone 
who owns an empty home in the 
town is being encouraged to 
contact the council for advice 
and assistance on suitable uses 
for their property, and to discuss 
the options available to them. 

The authority will also be able 
to help homeowners access 
various types of assistance and 



grants that are available for 
renovations. 

Where possible, the council 
will work to bring their home 
back into use; however it does 
have enforcement powers it can 
use if the owners of vacant 
properties are unwilling to 
co-operate. 

These powers include serving 
improvement notices requiring 


owners to bring homes up to 
safety standards, taking over the 
management of properties and 
applying for enforced sales or 
compulsory purchase orders. 

Cllr Tom Shaw ( pictured ) said: 
“Properties that are left empty 
for long periods of time are not 
only a wasted resource and a 
financial burden for owners, but 
they can also attract crime, van¬ 
dalism, and antisocial behav¬ 
iour. 

“We really want to work with 
owners and landlords who may 
be struggling to sell or let 
out their property as we can 
advise them how they can bring 
their property back to market.”

STUDENTS at a university have 
been encouraged to volunteer 
for charity by a woman who sur¬ 
vived a three week coma follow¬ 
ing a car accident. 

Carole Mason, pictured far 
right, from Houghton Conquest 
in Bedfordshire, spoke to cogni¬ 
tive neuropsychology students 
at the University of Bedfordshire 
about how her experience led to 
her becoming a volunteer. 

She spent nine weeks at the 
Luton and Dunstable 
Hospitalafter she suffered a 
brain injury and severe nerve 
damage in an accident seven 
years ago. 

The accident also took the life 
of her husband whom she had 
been married to for 22 years. 

Doctors had not expected her 
to survive but with the help of 
the brain injury charity 
Headway Bedford she managed 
to recover from the accident. 

Eventually she began working 
for them in a volunteering role. 

Ms Mason said: “After nine 
weeks, I was discharged from 
Luton and Dunstable Hospital 
and my mother moved in with 
me. 

“It was difficult because I was 
independent for many years and 
T was now qnifp reliant 



“I was easily frustrated and 
annoyed. The biggest issue for 
me was accepting my new way of 
life. The first few weeks I had 
such a feeling of uselessness. 

“I had always been a secretary 
and worked at a senior level, so 
all I had on my mind was getting 
back into work and it was hard to 
accept that wouldn’t happen. 

“My confidence was at an all- 
time low; I didn’t want to leave 
the house and didn’t want to 
involve myself in social activi¬ 
ties.” 

Dr Pat Roberts, from the uni¬ 
versity’s psychology depart¬ 
ment, said this event was just 


one of many events where stu¬ 
dents have a chance to hear from 
professionals and top academ¬ 
ics. 

She said: “You could see just 
how engaged the students were 
in listening to the presentations. 

“We think days like this are so 
important as it brings the theory 
they’ve learnt to life. 

“It puts everything into context 
as it’s real world scenarios. 

“Employability is key too, and 
Headway was encouraging stu¬ 
dents to volunteer. 

“Many applied, and already we 
have had one who has been 
aeeepted to work as an intern ”

LUTON Town’s new boss John 
Still will respond to his first 
win in charge, the club’s first 
away win since October and a 
rare clean sheet by signing a 
defender next week. 

Jake Howells’ strike on the 
stroke of half time sealed their 
first win on the road since the 
win at Forest Green Rovers on 
October 27. 

The result leaves them in 
eighth place, 13 points off the 
Blue Square Bet Premier play¬ 
offs and they could have a new 
defender in place by the time 
they visit Nuneaton on Tuesday 
night. 

The manager has already 
delved into the transfer market, 
bringing in Maidenhead striker 
Alex Wall on loan until the end 
of the season. 

He watched on from the 
stands at Stockport County yes¬ 
terday and could be joined at 
Kenilworth Road by a defender 
tomorrow. “We will hope to

With 14 games remaining, 
they face a gruelling schedule 
in the final seven weeks of the 
season. 

The giant Hungarian will be 
disappointed to miss Luton’s 
trip to the Midlands to face 
Nuneaton on Tuesday night. 

“Everyone can see we were 
much more solid as a time and 
we worked for each other,” said 
Kovacs. 

“In the past few days we have 
worked a lot on shape and he 
has tried to pass on what type of 
football he wants us to play. 

“As time goes on we will get 
better and better and get used 
to it. It was obviously a great 
start though.” 

There was, however, no dan¬ 
ger of Still getting carried away 


with the three points. 

“The thing with football is to 
never get too high or too low,” 
said Still. 

“I see that performance as 
solid but we know what work 
needs doing to improve. 

“There will be days in the 
future where we play terrible 
and the fans get on our back but 
from our point of view that was 
a good start and hopefully we 
can build on that.” 

The win was the perfect way 
to start the month after a win¬ 
less February. 

“It’s lifted a weight off every¬ 
one’s shoulders to win that first 
one,” managing director Gary 
Sweet said. “John Still is just 
what we need. All staff given a 
lift.” 

The win would have been par¬ 
ticularly sweet for Howells, the 
left-sided player who came 
under attack from fans after the 
defeat at home to Mansfield 
and from his own team mate 
after the Millwall game. 

“I’m over the moon to get the 
three points and to get the goal 
was the even better,” Howells 
said.
